Highest Standard of Quality. 

Our foremost engineers, realising 
the important function which’ steel 
has to fulfil, demanded the highest 


processs which is now our standard 
method of production. This process 
ensures reliability, careful control, 
and constant .supervision and test- 
ing during the full period of manu- 
facture. 

In addition to the less reliable 
method by which foreign steel is

WINDOWS FOR BARS, 


The jail house blues have lost 
their moan and the lady  yags 
along Broadway, New York, are 
singing ‘Happy Days,” for the 
home town women’s prison has 
gone ritzy, s 

_There is a new architectural 
sight in Greenwich: Village that 
might have been built as a sct- 
ting for “the bird in the gilded 
cage,” and an inspection of the 
almost completed “women’s house 
of detention” revealed that it 
would be far sweeter, to live in 
this modern “jail” than to work 
and pine away in a boarding- 
house. . 

Its terraced brown brick walls 
are ornamented in the Manhattan 
manner and’ there is nothing 
about them to suggest the damp 
gloom of prison walls, In fact, 
the jail looks like a high-class 
apartment house and, instead of 
having a depressing 
land values in the neighbourhood, 
it has sent. them soaring. It is 
that kind of a prison. : 

New Style Penology. 

The new prison was desiyned 
to house the city’s wayward 
women and is the result of as 
much thought on new-style peno- 
logy — or, as it is called in some 
quarters, criminal coddling — ns | 


effect on 


a table and chair, a wash basin 
with hot and cold water, a lava- 
tory, shelf and clothes hanger. 
The walls are of buff terra cotta - 
and the floors of a rubber sub- 


stance. The doors are of wood. 

Little has been done to guard 
against the escape of a prisoner, 
but possibly the officials reason- 
ed; why should anyone want to 
escape? The one protective de- 
vice built into the structure is. 
not to prevent escape, but to pre- 
vent the passing of passages or 
aricles in or out of the window 
panels. 

Segregate Prisoners, 

There is a true caste system 
in this jail house, for.the inmates 
will be segregated ,to prevent, the 
contact of one type of transgres- 
sor with another. To achieve 
such separation, each prison 
floor is divided into four wings. 
There are two recreation and two 
mess halls on each floor, and the 
old .and young lawbreakers will 
be kept as far apart as possible. 

The “material witness’ ward 
of the women’s detention house 
has real hotel conveniences, but 
on the whole the detained  wit- 
nesses fare little hetter than the 
more permanent inmates. 

There is a library of 5,000 
books for the studious prisoners 
and for recreation the inmates 
have, besides the floor halls, a 
large roof garden. .

Big Decrease in 
February. 


LOWEST SINCE 1927. 


The economic crisis “and the; 
closing of somé of the Baltic har- 
bours. by ice caused considerable 
losses for Bremen sea-golng tralfic 
in February. Arrivals were 674,317 
net registered tons, 149,713 tons 
less than ‘in January, or 20 per 
cent, and 68,766 tons, or 10 per 
cent., Jess than in February, 1930. 
There has rot been such a small 
traffic figure since February, 1927 
(547,474 net registered tons). 
During the first two months of the 
current year a total of 1,298,347 net 
registered. tons arrived, against 
1,428,079 net registered tons in the 
same period of the previous year. 
Traffic has thus decreased by 
129,372 net reyistered tons, or 9 
per cent. 

In sea-borne goods traffic of the 
five most important Weser ports the 


‘ decrease which started in October 


of the previous year continued fur- 
ther. Only 363,200 tons, against 
416,200 tons in the previous month 
and 498,200 tons in January of the 
previous year, were imported and 
exported. These are decreases of 
19 per cent and 27 percent. re- 
spectively. 
In the first two months of this 
year imports and exports together 
amounted to 809,400 tons, against 
1,104,700 tong in the same period of 
1930. This fs a decrease of 295,300 
tons, or 27 per cent. The amount 
of cargo was also behind the two 
first months of 1929 by 168,000 
tons, or 17 per cent. Imports} 
amounted to 517,300 tons, a decrease 
of 192,400 tons, equal to 27 per 
cent., ag compared with the previous 
year, and of 148,000 tons, equal to 
22 per cent reduction in comparison 
with 1929. Exports, with 292,100 
tons, were 102,900 tons less, the 
equivalent of a drop of 26 per cent.

We are camped about a quar- 
ter of a mile‘below Murchison 
Falls proper ina plot of partial- 
Ty-shaded = ¢roynd one hundred 
yards long and half as wide, 
close to the shore of the Victoria 
Nile. 
roughly 
yards wide, and except for the 
space in which we are 
camped, is bordered on both sides, 
by dense jungle. The fact that 
our campsite is the 
natural clearing of any size for 
some miles along the river is ae- , 
counted for by the presence of a 
rocky gorge which gives into the 
The stony 
bluffs, rising on either side of us, 
to a distance of more than a 
hundred feet, offer admirable 
shade and protection from the 
sun and rain. It is quite an 
ideal location for a camp except 
for the propinquity to the river 
and the swarms of tsetse flies and 
mosquitoes that breed in the 
bushes along its banks. 

The First Business, 

The first thing that transpires | 

| 


upon our arrival at any location 
is the business of ridding the 
surroundings of all high — grass 
and brush, This is done by our 
firty-odd native porters, hired to 
do thee nsnal labour of our safari, 
With these men there is only one 
tool—shovels, axes, picks are all 
rensense—give them the panga 
and they will du anything from 
chopping down an oak to shaving 
you. It is a-Inrge knife, heavily 
weighted, resembling a bread

inches long. An hour or two 
after you have turned these boys 
loose on a campsite it looks as 
though a threshing machine had 
swept over the ground. 

As soon as a clearing has been 
made the ascari, or personal boya, 
swoop down on the scene with all 
the personal kit of the safari, Iv 
half an hour each one has erect- 
ed his muster’s tent, has made 
the bed, laid out the clothing, set 
up the portable wash stand and 
bath and reproduced, almost to 
the letter, the arrangement of 
every personal item aa it was in 
the previous camp. In our pre- 
sent camp there are about thirty 
tents — some single, —_ others 
double. They resemble very 
much the usual camper’s tent, 
except ‘that they are green in 
colour rather than khaki and are 
equipped with a sun cover which 
tops the tent and reaches within 
a few feet of the ground on 
either side. In a single tent, the 
kind I am occupying at present, 
there is.ample room for a bed, 
a chair and a table and the large 
duffle bags and suitcases that 
make up thy luggage. The beds’ 
are’ constructed of green canvas, 
stretched over a light wooden 


frame, and are reasonably com- |: 


fortable when covered. with the 
inattress and blankets in our bed 
rolls, Mosquito nets - ure ‘hung 
from special hooks in the ‘top of 
‘the tent.

A Terrific Din, 

About this time’a terrifie din 
arises from the general direction 
It is the gong 
for breakfast. You may be 
slightly trampled by Harry Carey 
as you make your way in the 
direction of the noise, but the 
chances are you will reach the 
sccne with sufficient appetite to 
be interested in the menu. The 
mess tent itself is almost twenty 
yards long, furnished with a 
single table covered with oileloth. 
Very good service at meals is 
given by the personal boys each 
One taking particular care to see 
that his master is not hungry or 
thirsty. For, breakfast yeu will 
probably have oatmeal and can. 
ned crenm, eggs and sausages 
(when eggs are available from 
native villages) toast and canned 
butter and excellent coffee. 
After breakfast you will retire to 
one of the steamer chairs set up 
in the clearing overlooking the 
river, where you can focus .your 
glasses on fifty crocodiles, lying 
on the sandy spit of beach oppo- 
site as you finish your first cigar. 
ette of the day. : 

At eleven o'clock while you are 
at work on the location back in 
the canyon, your boy will aryive 
with a pot of tea and some dis. 
cuits—tea being practically a 
substitute for water in this coun- 
try. Since all water must be boil- 
ed to kill the bacteria, it is usual- 
ly cansidered more pleasant to 
drink tea all the time than plain 
Warm water. : 

Linch, served at one o'clock, 
ugnally consists of fresh vege- 
table salad or vegetable stew, cold 
meats, potatoes, biscuits, pud- 
ding and coffee. Again nt four 
your tea is taken to you. Among 
the residents of Africa, work 
renerally ceases after tea on 
safari. In our case, of course, 
since we are dependent upon the 
‘sun it has been our custom to 
continue filming until sunset. 

A Mosquito Boot.. 

Arriving back in camp at about 
five o'clock you find your bathtub 
assembled behind your tent and 
filled with warm water. After 
your bath and a change of 
clothes which includes slipping 
on the African swed mosquito 
boot (worn throughent Africa 
after sundown te protect the 
ankles and legs from insect bites) 
you venture forth to join the rest 
of your party .under the largest 
tree in camp, where the folding 


|.chairs are placed and ‘the ascari 


boys are serving drinks. When 
you are carefully seate:! your boy 
will appear with your favourite 
drinks. ‘here are many in Africs 
who maintain thal a “dun. 
downer,” a highball or cocktail at 
Siinset — is .essential to cne's 
neaith in the tropical cliniate.

It _was the last day of filming 
at Panyamur during one of the 


‘Jinterminable intermissions when 


the sun refused to shine that 
Harry Alblez, our property rnan, 
decided to give the natives a 
thrill, Looking ~— through 
trunks on location he came upon 
a gorilla suit which -he had 
brought slong to be used in case 
we were unable to locate any real 
ones. There were at least » hun- 
dred natives gathered around, 
viewing .the process of picture 
making, and it occurred to Harry 
that it would be a great moment 
to experiment with the suit. Con- 
cealed in the prop tent, he slipped 
into the outfit and then called 
some of us over to give the alarm 
and start the panic. At a given 
signal a couple of our boys rush- 


ed out of the shed, screaming at. 


the top of their lungs, followed 
closely by the “gorilla.” In less 
than it takes to say it most of 
the natives had left the scena 
completely, bound for the tall 
grass. Others had taken to the 
trees, and one or two were hid- 
den in the trading post gtore built 
on the scene. Just when we were 
getting a great laugh ont of the 
success of our act, my eyes fell 
upon the figure of a giant native, 
walking, directly in the. path 
of the charging Albiez, ‘reaching 
nonchalantly for his panga. At 
the time, I am rather ashamed 
te admit, the seriousness of the 
oceasion so far as ‘it concerned, 
the “gorilla” escaped me. I was 
consumed with the realisation 
that I had found Renchero,. For- 
tunately, one of the hunters in- 
terceded in time to prevent any 
calamities and the danger was 
averted, : 
Flowing White Robe. 

T went at once to Waller, head 
‘of the safari, and asked him 
where the big native had been 
all my life, explaining the neces- 
sity for such a character in the 
picture. He told me that the 
fellow was Mutia, head of our 
own safarj boys; that he had been 
with u’ all the time, that he had 
only heen on the location by 
chance on his way_from a bath in 
the lake, and that he unquestion- 
ably possessed sufficient intelli- 
gence to “understand” acting in 
the picture. At the time I saw 
him he was gressed only in a loin 
cloth, whiclf accounts for the. fact 
that I never noticed him before 
in my search for Rencheros. In 
camp he wears a flowing white 
robe which conceals his physique 
and detracts from his height. 
Although we have no accurate 
measure, I judge him to be at 
least & fect 1 inch tall, weighing 
no less than 185 pounds. He 
has the stretched earlobes, typi- 
cal of the Mkamba natives, and 
the stoic demeanour of the better 
class of African “boys.” 

The day following his discovery 
he was signed up to play the part. 
the plot of the story was explain- 
ed to himin Swahili and his cos- 
tume was fitted on him. For the 
moment I anwalmost without any 
worries. 

Since our arrival here at Mur- 
chison Falls events have followed 
a well-regulated course. Within 
two days our camp was com- 
pletely equipped for a stay of 
two weeks, , The-Samuel Baker 
made four trips during that time 
carrying provisions, additional 
native porters and live stock 
while our own boys were ditching 
our tents, building a thorn- 
hedge fence along the water-front 
to keep, the crocs and hippos 
away, ard constructing a trail 
back in the canyon to our first 


Bet. 

‘Plans for Two Weeks. 

After an exploring trip up 
stregm yesterday, I have formed 
a fair idea of our plans for the 
next two weeks as far as they con- 
cern the picture. About one hun- 
dred .yards above camp a small 
stream flows into the river from 
a swamp 50 feet back in the 
jungle, An island in the centre 
of the swamp serves as an excel- 
lent’ rendezvous for hundreds of

“Fortunately 1 found a_ river, 
which I followed. I thought that 
the river. must lead me to the val- 
leys an the Syrian side of the 
mountain. A railway ran almost 
parallel to the river. A railway 
is the airman’s best friend, 
because it .is always marked 
on the map. I therefore left the 
river and followed the railway for 
some time, But I found that rail- 
ways have a horrible habit of going 
through mountains. I loat the rail- 
way when it went into a tun- 
nel. I therefore went. back to the 
river and followed that, and it led 
me right through the mountains to 
my destination.’ 

“Owing té the bad weather con- 
ditions, and the Aime spent in find- 
ing a way through the moun- 
tains, I failed to reach Aleppo by 
35 miles, and I landed in a field 
just as it was getting dark. The 
next morning I flew to Aleppo, 
where I filled up with petrol and 
oil, but as that taok some time I 


decided to make an easy day of it, j 


and make my next stopping point 
Bagdad—a flight of 450 miles from 
Aleppo, 
Half A Day Behind. 
“I had hoped to reach Darwin in 


,8%4 days, but on the third day I 


was half a day behind my  pro- 
gramme. I, therefore, decided to 
make one and a half days’ flight in 
just one day. I started off very 
early, and got to Bushire just after 
sunrise. [had to go through some 
slight formalities with the Customs 
Department. They put me through 
as quickly as they could, but 
even this slight delay made it 
impossible for me to land at Kara- 
chi in daylight, so I decided 
ta do the last 300 miles after dark. 
“T had a lot of bother in landing, 
_but finally manage to secure a suit- 
able spot. It was fortunate that | 
landed there, because I'found that 
inadvertently 1 had pumped two of 
my tanks dry, and it was question: 
able whether from that point I 
would have had enough petrol to 
have reached Karachi; I, therefore, 
decided to wait unti] the morning. 

“IT met an Australian there 

named Ferguson, who gave me & 
great deal of help. It was. on the 
sixth day of his flight that Com- 
modore Kingsford Smith got to Al- 
lahabad, and to maintain my lead 
I had to reach Calcutta on my sixth 
.day. I managed to do that. Look- 
ing back I realise that there was a 
great deal of fun in my venture, 
but at that time it was a great or- 
dea}.'and hardship, and it took 
quite an amount of moral effort, 
and the help of other people to con- 
tinue the struggle. 

“I found more friends in Cgleut- 
ta, and they absolutely forced me 
into the sky at midnight, in order 
that I should reach Victorla Point 
on the seventh day, which would 
put me 560 miles ahead of Kings- 
ford Smith’s record. In this case 
there was no river to. fol- 
low, and it >was so dark,
